CHICAGO, Sept. 28,—State's attorney 


Longeneeker took the first legal steps 
yesterday towards breaking up the 
coal trust. An information was filed 
in the circuit court to restrain the Phil- 
adelphia & Reading Coal and Iron Co., 
and S. W. Skeel, its spent in Chicago, 
from selling anthracite coat in the 
county of Cook, of Illinois, on the 
ground of unlawful combination. The 
petition, which is filed in the name of 
the people of the state of Illinois, sets 
forth th*t in February, 1893, in the 
state of New Jersey tbe Philadelphia 
&. Heading Coal and Iron Co. was 
incorporated, and 
ever 
since 
has 


been doing business in New Jersey and 
elsewhere. At that time the corpora- 
tion is said to have entered into a trust 
and combination with tbe Philadelphia 
* Beading Railroad Co., the Port Read- 
ing Railroad Co., the Central Railroad 
Co., of New Jersey, and the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Co., all incorporated, 
to regulate and fix the price of a com- 
modity and to fix the quantity to be 
mined and sold. 


The Reading company and the other 


corporations, ,'t is said, are about to 
unlawfully fix, regulate and advance 
the price of coal regardless of the de- 
mand or amount to be purchased or 
consumed, in violation of the state laws 
and to the damage of the people of the 
county of Cook over $100,000, Under 
these circumstances the eonrt is asked 
to compel the Reading company to an- 
swer whether it has entered into the 
combine and to set forth the arrange- 
ment it has mjicle with the other cor- 
porations.
